The twin Buffalo mountains, abrupt 


spires of the Will's mountain, rise up 
in succession, forming two foothills 
diverging north, developing an area of 
cultivated land—the far-famed Milli. 
kin's cove—so famous for medicinal 
waters. 


The twin mountains parallel e&eh 


other, dropping abruptly into Littlu 
Will's creek, forming picturesque scen- 
ery—mountain peaks and grand views. 
The mountain side is wrapped in a 
mantle of waving pines, myrtle and 
fern, where, in the long ago, the dusky 
warriors' dreams were realized, when 
in the pursuit'of game. 
Over there in 


this wild, rugged pass sleep many 
braves. See that rude pile of stones, 
the tomb of the departed warrior- 
gone, gone to the hunting grounds in 
the spirit land of their great fathers. 
Methinks I can see the red-man peer- 
ing through the jungle in search of the 
pale face, when on the war path. 
Amidst all the rugged grandeur of the 
mountain resort many guests linger, 
to while away the rapidly passing 
hours of their limited vacation, until 
the music of katydid or cricket on the 
mountain side admonishes them to re- 
turn to business cares and the cottage 
hotel was deserted for a more active 
life in the cities and rural towns. 
Among those who gather here are the 
aged, the young, the beautiful and 
the invalid—all enjoy the grand sur- 
roundings, virgin pine mountain air 
and the health-giving aroma from the 
pines. How grand our thoughts, how 
sweet our dreams, how impressive our 
imagination, when in the rugged wilds 
of the mountain, where the young and 
the beautiful were carried away in ro- 
mance and ideal beauty.

Advice to the School Director! of Bedford 


County. 


BEDFORD, AUGUST 31,1903 


To theSchool Directors of Bedford Count)/: 


GENTLEMEN:—Section 
12 on page 


207 of the Laws of 1395 reads: "All 
principals or other persons in charge 
of schools as aforesaid are hereby rf- 
quired to refuse the admission of any 
child to the schools under their charge 
or supervision, except upon a certificate 
signed by a physician, setting forth 
that such child has been successfully 
vaccinated, or that it has previously 
had smallpox." 


The penalty for violating this law 


is a fine not less than ?5 or more than 
8100, 
and in default of payment impris- 


onment in the county jail not exceed- 
ing sixty days. 
Allow me to urge 


npon you the importance of having the 
teachers in the public schools enforce 
this law. 
Don't permit a teacher to 


examine arms as has been done, to see 
if there is a mark, but compel teachers 
to refuse admission to all pupils who 
don't present certificate from a physi- 
cian of successful vaccination. 
The 


law requires a successful vaccination. 


Smallpox is now prevailing in Phila- 


delphia and has, during the year, pre. 
vailed in Pittsburg, 
Westmoreland 


county, Johnstown, Altoona, Hunting 
don county, Perry county, Harrisburg, 
and in other places in this state, and 
very recently in Cumberland, Md. We 
have been very fortunate that the dis- 
ease has not been in Bedford. Since 
Dr. Janner, more than one hundred 
years ago, discovered that vaccination 
was a preventive of smallpox, no 
other safeguard has been discovered 
and I believe all medical colleges in 
the United States teach that vaecina.

WASIUSGTON, 
September 1.—Since 


Mr. Eoosevelt became president of the 
United States and has been in the lime- 
light the people' of the country who 
want to keep up with the times and 
keep themselves posted on all the 
things that can be said for and against 
a man in public life have been reading 
the many books that have been writ- 
ten by the fecund pen of the man who 
now occupies the highest office in the 
nation. Some of the students of this 
city have found that a peculiarity of 
Roosevelt's writings is that he had 
very few kind words to say of any man 
who ever occupied a high place in this 
country; that, on the contrary, lie has 
lambasted the life out of most of them 
Take, for instance, his 
opinion of 


Thomas Jefferson, expressed in his 
"Naval War of 1812." In volume xi., 
page 108, of that work Theodore Rooee- 
velt was intemperate enough to say 
that Mr. Jefferson "was perhaps the 
most incapable executive that ever 
filled the presidential chair." 
That 


seems to be pretty tough on the author 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
the man who acquired the Louiuiaaa 
territory, who was twice president of 
the United States, both times elected 
by ballots and not by bullets, who was 
the founder of the University of Vir- 
ginia and whose teachings have been 
the bulwark of popular government in 
this country as against the rule of the 
classes. Mr. Roosevelt seems not only 
to be an iconoclast, but of late years he 
seems to have become a painfully prag- 
matic preacher. He defends and pro- 
claims the axiomatic at the slightest 
provocation. He is showing a repre- 
hensible tendency to lecture the pub 
lie on self-evident propositions, and to 
do it with a suspicion of 
purpose, as, notably, in bis warning 
against race-suicide and his recent p-er- 
mon on decent living. The people of 
this country, if I am any judge of 
every-day human nature, do not like 
to be lectured. They think they know 
what they want and how to get it when 
they want it. That is one of the reas- 
ons why Grover Cleveland lost popn-
